WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The' Sen- 
ate thig fndon by a vote of 65 to 20, 
eight more than the necessary two- 
thirds, passed the war-time Prohibition 
Enforcement bill, similarly passed yes- 
terday over the President’t veto by the 
diouse and the act:is now operative. 

When the -Senate had approved the 
bill that facet was certified on the of- 
ficial copy of the bill by the Secrétary 
ef the Senate. The certified copy of the 
tncasure’ Was then sent to the Secretary 
ef State by special messenger. It was 
aiecided by Sénator Cummins, President 
pro tempore of the Senate, and Senate 
jeaders, after a consultation, that this 
Was the correct procedure. ‘The signa- 
ture of the “Président ‘pro tempore was 

“pot required, they agreed. 

‘With the certification of the Senate's 
action by the Secretary of the Senate, 
the bill went into effect as statutory 
law. The Commissiorer of Internal Rev- 
enue was notified by the Secretary of 
the Senate that the veto had been over- 
turned, and {t has been officially deter- 
mined that the law is in full force and 
in effect from today. 

Before the Senate vote was taken an- 
mouncement was made from the White 
House that the) war-time ban on liquor, 
which is embraced in part of the act 
passed hy Congress, wollld be lifted the 
moment the Senate formally ratified the 
treaty with Germany. 

The result of the Senate's action is 
that the sale of beverages containing 
more than one-half of one per cent. of 
alcohol is a crime and that the nation 
will be ‘‘ bone dry’ until the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty Of peace with. Ger- 
many. The Rev. Dr. Dinwoodie, legis- 
lative agent of the Anti-Saloon League, 
asserted that evén then the prohibition 
forces would fight the lifting of the 
war time ban and would contend that 
until peace was also proclaimed with 
Austria-Hungary the war time act must 
remain in force.

Even! should .the prohibition forces in- 
gist that the treaty with saustria-Hun- 
gary should also be ratified before de- 
claring wartime prohibition at an end, 
it is thought this would mean a delay of 
only a few days at the most. Once the 
treaty with Germany is out ofthe way 
the Senate is expected to act promptly in 
ratifying the treaty with Austria and 
Hungary. 

It is believed that both treaties will be 
finally disposed of before the end of 
November ‘at the latest, which would 
make December and a part of January 
wet and give a six or seven weeks ‘*re- 
gpite before prohibition by constitutional 
gmendment goes santo efivct on Jan. 16, 
9920.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Con- 
tinued improvement in the condition 
of President Wilson was announced 
at the White House today. There 
have been. no setbacks or complica- 
tions. The Presideng is continuing 
to gain in strength and has been able 
to keep in closer touch with affairs, 
although his physicians are still pre- 
scribing ‘the rest cure and cautioning 
against work. 

Thé President is declared to be in 
good spirits and a story was related 
today to bear out the statement. 

Secretary Tumulty, after a Visit to 
the President, was leaving the Presi- 
dent’s room and remarked that he 
was going to see “the King of Bel- 
gium.”’ 

“The King of the Belgians,” Sens 
posed the President by way of cor- 
rection. : 

**I accept the amendment,” replied 
Mr. Tumulty. 

“It is not an amendment, but an 
interpretation,’’ replied the Presi- 
dent.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Practically 
no time was devoted to consideration of 
the Peace Treaty in the Senate today, 
the reception to King Albert and the 
passing of. the prohibition enforcement 
measure over. the President's veto oc- 


cupying most of the afternoon. 

A demand for faster action on the 
treaty was voiced: by Democratic Sen- 
ators when the attempt was made to 
displace. it temporarily by the prohibi- 
tion enforcement bill, which had been 
sent over from the House. Senator Fall 
of New Mexice was among the Repub- 
licans who coincided in this demand. 
He declared that if those in charge of 
the treaty did not hasten action he 
would seek an agreement to fix a time 
for final disposition of it. 

A general feeling of restlessness was 
shown by Senators privately and on the 
floor over the delay on the treaty. Sev- 
eral times Senators remarked that every 
member knew how he would vote and 
that,sdebate had no effect. 

ere isn't a Senator here who could 
not fix up a roll call and come within 
two votes of predicting the outcome, * 
Senator Underwood said. 

Senator Borah objected to the state- 
ment that ‘‘there is a larger forum 
where this battle will-be fought out.’’ 

“It will continue until the last ves- 
tige of the conspiracy is wiped out,’’ he 
added, referring, apparently, to the 
League of Nations, although not men- 
tioning it directly. 

Sénator Thomas, Democrat, of Colo- 
rado, urged that a time for voting be 
fixed, and said that if:he were in charge 
of the treaty he would attempt this at 
once, 

Senator Fall followed with the declara- 
tion that if no one else was willing: to 
propose it he would do so. himself, 

Seriator Thomas .approved this and 
said that if the present rate of progress 
continued the treaty would not be dis- 
posed of until the holidays. 

Colonel House, the President’s ad- 
viser, is likely to appear before the Sen- 

ate Foreign Relations Committee as 
soon as he recovers from his. illness. 
Senator Lodge has written ‘to him that 
the committee will consider the matter 
as soon as it is advised what date would 
Lbe satisfactory to him.

CHICAGO, IIL, Oct. 28.--Through oral 
testimony and through correspondence of 
Swift & Co., which was introduced ag 
evidence today, at a hearing before the 
Interstate. Commerce Commission, was 
revealed the fact that the packers had 


extended their ‘activities to the hotel 
business, buying stock in many large 
hotels, particularly in New York, in or- 
der to gain the exclusive right to “pro- 
vide to the hostelriés not gions meat but 
also provisions in general. 

Various members of the “ Big Five,” 
principally Armour & Co., have ob 
a grip on at haat six large New ¥ 
hotels. 

At least one of the * Big Five,”’ Swift 
& Co., has adopted a set policy of seek- 
ing this . business, 

These letters, written chiefly in 1917 
by Louis R. Swift, President of the 
Swift Packing Company, indicated that 
Armour & Co held $200,000 in stock in 
the Biltmore and about $500,000- in the 
Commodore Hotel Companies, and that 
Swift & Co. had bought $50,000 worth 
of stock in the Hotel McAlpin. 

The Metropolitan Hotel Supply Com- 
pany, a Swift & Co. subsidiary, shared 
the provision business of the Hotel Man- 
hattan and had been promised the entire 
business of the Hotel Ansonia, the’ let- 
ters stated. Another letter recommend- 
ed the investment by Swift & Co. of 
$100,000 in- the United Hotels Company, 
controlling hotels in several cities. 

The commission is in session here to 
hear evidence bearing on charges by the 
National Wholesale Grocers’ Association 
that 375 railroad companies are giving 
the “ Big Five" favored service. 

Clifford Thorne, the attorney repre- 
senting the wholesale grocers, sprung the 
big sensation of the day when he pre- 
sented the letters from the Swift and 
Vompany correspondence. Attorney R. 
N. Rynder, representing Swift & Com- 
pany, objected to the introduction of 
the letters, but was overruled by Clyde 
B.. Aitchison, Chairman of the commis- 
sion. 

Asks Swift’s Policy. 


A letter dated June 16, 1917, purport- 
to be from HEdward -F. Swift to 
is F. Swift, was as follows: 

‘“‘T am not in any way agitating the 
question of Swift & Co. taking stock in 
hotels to influence their supplying the 
same, but, as.a matter of information, 
will be pleased to have you advise me 
what you understand Swift & Co.’s pol- 
icy is. 

‘* Also, irrespective of the above, what 
do you know about the New York Cen- 
tral hotel that is being built in New 
York City near the New York Central 
Station, as to whether any outsiders 
have been asked to take stock in this 
hotel and if you know whether the sup- 
plies will be bought in the open -mar- 
ket or otherwise? ’’ 

The reply of Louis F. Swift, dated 
June 30, 1917, is as follows: 

** Answering your letter of the 16th 
concerning Swift & Co.'s policy in con- 
nection with taking stock in hotels, I 
will go back to 1910, which was the time 
this first came up, 

‘* McAlpin—I highly recommended tak- 
ing $50,000 stock in the McAipir. Hotel, | 
whith. carried with it their entire busi- 
ness. Sol Zahn, the hotel man*in New 
York, took what we refused, and I 
don’t doubt his profits are $50,000 an- 
nually. No contract for supply. 

** Biltmore:;—The next was the Biilt- 
more Hotel. Armour. took stock to the 
amount of $200,000, but we had no op- 
portunity. No contract to sypply “their 
meat, but this is assumed and they 
hold the trace. I.don't doubt’ his profits 
exceed $50,000 annually. 

" Commodore.—The new hotel you 
speak. about, on Forty-second. Street, is 
the Commodore. Edward 8. Moon and 
I have seen Mr, Bowman..five or six 
times and begged him to let us become 
stockholders, but he has refused, claim- 
ing the stock is all sold or something 
of that Kind. Armour has, I think, 
$600,000.

In his statement President Wilson

differences between the operators and 
the miners. 
. The gravity of the situation as it af- 
fects the miners and the country as a 
whole is appreciated by the leaders of 
the United Mine sWorkers of America& 
Join L. Lewis, acting President, has 
called the Scale Committee and the Dis- 
trict Presidents to meet here with the 
International Executive Board.

Doubt Authority to Rescind Order. 


There appears to be a division of 
opinion among the mine workers to- 
night as to whether the International 
Hixecutive Board has power to rescind 
the strike order in the event a satisfac- 
tory wage agreement is not negotiated. 
The report of .the Scale Committee 
adopted, at the Cleveland convention 
recommends a number of demands, wand 
then adds: 

‘* We recommend that in event a satis- 
factory wage agreement is not secured 
for the central competitive field before 
Nov. 1, 1919, to replace the one now in 
effect, that the international officials} Bo 
be authorized to and are hereby in- 
structed to call a general strike of all 
bituminous miners and mine workers 
throughout the United States, the same. 
to become effective Nov. 1, 1919.’

It was estimated by men in the cotton 
trade yesterday that more than 500,000 
bales of choice grades had been bought 
by Germans or German agents since the 


present cotton season began on Aug. 1, 
and of ‘this total probably more than 
250,000 bales already have been export- 
ed. On Monday more than 30,000 bales 


were shipped out of Savannah direct to 
Hamburg, making the total of direct 


shipments to German ports since Aug. 1 
something more than 100, bales. In 
addition, it is believed that at least 150,- 
000 bales-have been sent to Germany 
by way of neutral countries, and it is 
understood that niuch more will be ex- 
ported within a few weeks. 

Germany’s purchases of Anierican cot- 
ton, according to trade authorities, have 
been considerably larger in the last tw 
months than those of any oth:r foreign 
country exccpt Englund. On direct ship- 
ment France has. taken only 85,000 bales 
so far, while exports to England have

Public Scrtinn Sceneiia Company of New der. ray 


eey Asks for Seven- Cent: Rate. 


"TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 28.—Refection 
of the proposed revised zone trolley fare 
rate was made by the Public Service| 
Railway Company in a letter ‘trom 
Thomas N. McCafter, President, read 
here today by L. D. _ Howard Gilmour 
of counsel for the pany, to John W. 
Slocum, President of the Public Utilities 
Board; and Pe Knight and 
Wright, 

Mr. ‘McCarter anibed: ‘for permission to 
feturn to the flat ‘7-cent ‘fare, with 1 
cent for a transfer. A majority of the 
board recently agreed upon a rate of'5: 
ecents,for the first two miles, 1 cent for 
each additional mile and A cent for a 
transfer. 

Mr. McCarter said, in part: 

‘The company calls attention to the 
following state of facts, some of which 
are newly developed : - 

‘The zoné fare plan is extremely un- 
popular with the public and is generally 
considered by the public to be a failure. 
This is evident by the;storm of’ op- 
position it has met from public officials, 
néwspaper criticisms, disinclination of 
part of the public to ride, increase in the 
number of jitneys, and demands for its 
discontinuance by the State Federation 
of Labor and*both of the leading parties. 

‘The zone -plan is regarded as a 
failure and as impracticable and un- 
workable by the employes of the com- 
pany, as appears by the letter received 
by the President of the company, dated 
Oct. 25. 

‘* Experience with the zone fare system 
makes it clear to the operating officials 
that the slowing down of the system by 
reason of the zone fare system is a 
serious matter, approximately 10 per 
cent.”’ 

Mr. McCarter said that the zone system 
would cost the company several hundred 
thousand dollars a year in operating ex- 
penses and continued: 

‘‘It appears that the 7-cent flat fare 
with a penny for a transfer will produce 
$2,500,000 more \gross revenue than the

The company is of the opinion for 
the foregoing reasons that the whole 
zone fare project is a practical failure, 
at least as applied to this property, . and 
should be immediately abandoned and 
the company should at this time return 
to the flat fare of 7 cents with-a penny 
for a transfer.”’ 

It is expected that the board will an< 
nounce its attitude promptly because of 
present unsatisfactory conditions.

RUSSIAN PALAGES 
“RSCAPE LOOTING 


‘Those at Tsarskoe-Selo and 
Gatchina Not Much Dam- 
aged by the Revolution. 


MANY ART WORKS SAVED 


Ward of a Former Czar Found 
Without Food, Renting a Small 
3 Lodging In Her Own House.

GATCHINA, Oct. 26.—From Tsarskoe- 
S¢lo, which is fifteen miles north of 
Gatchina and fifteen miles south of 
Petrograd, there came here on foot 
while Tsarskoe-Selo was being tem- 
porarily occupied by General Yudenich’s 
troops, a family of three, Colonel and 
Mrs. arid Miss Kowriss. They arrived 
in Gatchina at night, weary and foot- 
sore fugitives. 

They report that large Bolshevist 
forces, probably to be measured in six 
figures, have been massed south of 
Petrograd. 

Colonel Kowriss had visited the Neva 
capital a week earlier. He learned that 
the Reds’ army rations were at very 
low ebb, and on trains and in other pub- 
lic places he encountered hungry Bol- 
shevist soldiers who constantly _mur- 
mered mutinously. 

“The White soldiers are jets two 
pounds of bread a day,” said one to 
another. ‘‘ Why not join the Whites? ’’ 

“Ten days ago when Yudenitch’s 
northwest Russians were on the east- 
ward march from Yamburg to Gatchina, 
Petrograd was being hastily divided by 
the Red authorities into districts, in each 
of which was set up a revolutionary 
tribunal to deal out deatn sentences 
among. persons suspected of White sym- 
pathies."’ 

The capture of Gatchina by White 
troops was quickly followed by the com- 
plete failure of ‘the electric light and 
other public services at Tsarskoe-Selo. 
In that pleasure city of by-gone Czars 
the people had no water to drink except 
such as they carried in pails from the 
ponds in- the palace demesne a mile from 
the centre of the town. 

Bolshevist vandalism in-the three large 
ex-imperial palaces at Tsarskoe Selo 
was, I-learn, nipped in the bud by‘a 
committee .of artists, through whose 
instrumentality, moreover, many art 
treasures from the palaces and mansions 
of the aristocracy were transferred to 
the palace of Grand Duke Paul. 

I have today gone through the im- 
mense and glorious palace of the Czar 
here at Gatchina. I find that, apart 
from a certain amount of looting and 
destruction of canvases in the early 
days of the revolution the fine tapes- 
tries, pictures, porcelain, and other 
rare. or historic treasures are intact. 
Especially is it pleasant to find that no 
unkind hand has meddled with the 
homely ‘suite of rooms used by the late 
Emperor Alexander III. 

Here are many personal effects of the 
Dowager Empress Marie, including pho- 
tographs of her sister, Queen Alexandra, 
and her sister's family.

New Aihesal from italy 
Sees Danger in Prolonging 
_ the Adriatic Controversy. 


ITALY NEEDS THE LEAGUE 


Praise for President Wilson’s Part 
In_ Bringing the League Plan 
to the Front. 


ROMB, Oct. 26, (Associated Press.)— 
The appointment of Baron Romano 
Avezzana as Ambassador to the United 
States is considered a noteworthy po- 
litical. choice. He had already’ been 
named in 1917 as Ambassador to Russia, 
but he did not go to Russia, because of 
the fall of Kerensky. He was men- 
tioned in the Spring of 1918 as the pos- 
sible successor of Baron Sonnino, the 
Foreign Minister. Later he was sent to 
Greece. f 

Speaking with The Associated Press 
just prior to his departure from eens, 
Baron Avyezzana said: 

“*I do not hide from myself the grave 
responsibilities connected with the mis- 
sion intrusted to me. The Adriatic 
problem deeply moves the Italian peo- 
ple and as a consequence that process of 
mutual understanding between America 
and Italy which was increasing as a 
natural result of the war conducted to- 
gether against the central: empires. 

‘* America, because she has become 
such a decisive element in this contro- 
versy, has been worked upon ‘by an in- 
tense propaganda, certainly not to our 
advantage. Our general impression here 
is that the time has now come to close 
this quarrel, which must be solved, tak- 
ing into account that it might have 
graver consequences here, perhaps, even 
than abroad. 

‘** Therefore, we hope that the ques- 
tions of Fiume and our eastern frontier 
will soon be settled according to na- 
tional aspirations. Once this element 
of discussion, which is responsible for 
the position of. our post-war interna- 
tional relatioris;* is removed, I am con- 
vinced that ‘wé will enter with the 
United States On a period of cordial and 
fruitful collaboration. 

“* For this it is essential that the two 
peoples know each other better. Un- 
doubtedly the American people have an 
incomplete notion of what the new Italy 
is, and do not thoroughly realize what
